OES the vice-president become president upon the death or 
inability of the president to perform the duties of his office? 
There seems to be nothing in the United States constitution 
to justify the theory that he does although it has been cus- 

tomary for the vice-president, upon the death of a president to 
take the presidential oath of office, and one vice-president, who 
was sworn in as president, was tried under impeachment as presi- 
dent. But here is the clause in the constitution : 

Article II, Section I, Article 6: ‘‘In case of the removal of the 
president from office, or his death, resignation or inability to dis. 
charge the powers and duties of the said office, the same shall de- 
volve on the vice-president, and the congress may by law provide 
for the case of removal, death or resignation or inability both of 
the president and vice-president, declaring what officer shall. then 
act as president, and such officer shall act accordingly until the 
disability be removed or a president shall be elected.’’ 

It will be noticed that the constitution provides that upon the 
president’s death or disability the vice-president shall act as presi- 
dent, but it does not make him president. This seems to be clear 
from the fact that no different provision is made in the case of 
death from that which is prescribed in the case of temporary dis- 
ability of the president to perform his functions. Of course a vice- 
president performing the duties of the president during the con- 
tinuance of the temporary disability of the latter would not be 
president, but merely vice-president and acting president. It seems 
clear that Taylor, Fillmore, Johnson, and Arthur were never presi- 
dents, but were only vice-presidents performing the duties of presi- 
dent.-—National ‘Republican.

increase in All Resniratory Dis- 
eases After the Influenza 
Epidemic Probable. 








Influenza Expected to Lurk for Months. 
How to Guard Against Pneumonia. 
Common Colds Highly Catching—Im- 
portance of Suitable Clothing—Could 
Save 100,000 Lives, 





Washington, D. C.—With the subsid- 
ence of the epidemic of influenza the 
attention of health officers is directed 
to pneumonia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regularly cause a large number 
of deaths, especially during the winter 
season. According to Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service, these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win- 
ter unless the people are parttcularly 
careful to obey health Instructions. 

“The present epidemic,” said Sur- 
geon General Blue, “has taught by bit- 
ter experience how readily a condition 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneumonia and death, 
Although the worst of the epidemic ts 
over, there will continue to be a large 
number of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and unrecognized, which 


will be danger spots to be guarded 
against.” The Surgeon General likened 
the present situation to that after a 
great fire, saying, “‘No fire chief who 
understands his business stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible fire have dis- 
appeared. On the contrary, he con- 
tinues the water for hours and even 
days, for he knows that there is dan- 
ger of the fire rekindling from smol- 
dering embers.” 

“Then you fear another outbreak of 
influenza?” he was asked. “Not neces- 
sarily another large epidemic,” said 
the Surgeon General, “but unless the 
people learn to realize the seriousness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death toll from pneumo- 
nia and other respiratory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 


“It ts encouraging to observe that 
people are beginning to learn that or- 


germ laden mucus. Such droplets are 
sprayed into the air when careless or 
ignorant people cough or sneeze with- 
out covering their mouth and nose. It 
is also good to know that people have 
learned something about the value of 
fresh air. In summer, when people 
are largely out/of doors, the respira- 
tory diseases (coughs, colds, pneumo- 


nia, etc.) are infrequent; in the fall, 
as people begin to remain tndoors, the 
respiratory diseases increase; In the 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
in badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent. Me

“TEADicR HOG MARKETS PLANNED 


og Producers and Packers Confer With Repre- 
sentatives of the Food Administration and 
Agricultural Department and Adopt 





New Plan of 







Regulation. 


In accordance with the policy of the Food Administration since {ts founda- 


tion to consult representative men in the agricultural industry on occasions 
of importance to special branches of the industry, on October 24 there was 


convened in Washington a meeting of 


the Live Stock Subcommittee of the 


Agricultural Advisory Board and the special members representing the swine 
industry to consider the situation in the hog market. 

The conference lasted for three days, and during this time met with the 
exequtive committee of the fifty packing firms participating in foreign orders 
for pork products and with the members of the Food Administration directing 


foreign pork purchases. 


The conclusions of the conference were as follows: 


The entire marketing situation has 
so changed since the September Joint 
tonference as to necessitate an entire 
alteration in the plans of price stabi- 
lization. The current peace talk has 
alarmed the holders of corn, and there 
has been a price decline of from 25 
cents to 40 cents per bushel. The fact 
that the accumulations of low priced 
corn in the Argentine and South Afri- 
ca would, upon the advent of peace 
and liberated shipping, become avall- 
able to the European market has cre- 
ated a great deal of apprehension on 
the part of corn holders. This decline 
has spread fear among swine growers 
that a similar reduction tn the prices 
of hogs would naturally follow. More- 
over, the lower range of corn prices 
would, If incorporated in a 13-to-1 ra- 
tio, obviously result In a continuously 


falling price for live hogs. Ip view 
of these changed conditions many 
swine producers anticipated lower 


prices and as a result rushed their 
hogs to market in large numbers, and 
this overshipment has added to and 
aggravated the decline. 

The information of the Department 
of Agriculture indicates that the sup- 
ply of hogs has increased about 8 per 
cent., while the highest unofficial esti- 
mate does not exceed 15 per cent. in- 
creased production over last year. On 
the other hand, the arrival of hogs 
during the last three “weeks tn the 
seven great markets has been 27 per 
cent, more than last year, during the 
corresponding period, demonstrating 
the unusually heavy marketing of the 
available supply. In the face of the 
excessive receipts some packers have 
not mairtained the price agreed last 
month. On the other hand, many 
of the packers have paid over the 
price offered to them in an endeavor 
to maintain the agreed price. The re- 
sult. in any event has been a failure 
to matatain the October price basis 
determined upon at the September con- 
ference and undertaken by the pack- 
ers. Another factor contributing to 
the break tn prices during the month 
has been the influenza epidemic; it 
has sharply curtailed consumption of 
pork products and temporarily de- 
creased the labor staff of the packers 
about 25 per cent. 

The exports of 180,000,000 pounds 
of pork products for October com- 
pared -with about 52,000,000 pounds 
in October a year ago, and the 
export orders placeable by the Food 
Administration for November, amount 


to 170,000,000 pounds as contrast- 
ed with the lesser exports of 
98,000,000 for November, 1917. The 


increased demands of the allies are 
continuing, and are in themselves 
proof of the necessity for the large 
production for which the Food Admin- 
istration asked, The increase in ex- 
port demands appears to be amply 
sufficient to take up the tncrease In 
hog production, but unfavorable mar- 
ket conditions existing in October af- 
ford no fair index of the aggregate 
supply and demand. 

It must be evident that the enor- 
mous shortage in fats In the Central 
Empires and neutral countries would 
immediately upon peace result in ad- 
ditional demands for pork products 
which, on top of the heavy shipments 
to the Allies, would tend materially 
to increase the American exports, In- 
asmuch as no considerable reservoir of 
supplies exists outside of the United 
States. It seems probable that the 
preg prospective supplies would be 
inagequate to meet this world demand 
with the return to peace. So far as It 
is possible to interpret this fact, It ap- 
pears that there should be even a 
stronger demand for pork products 
after the war, and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers to the effect of 
peace is unwarranted by the outlook, 

In the light of these circumstances 
it ig the conclusion of the conference 
that attempts to hold the price of hogs 
to the price of corn may work out to

As the result of long negotiations 
be'ween this body and the Packers’ 
Committee, representing the 45 to 50 
packers participating in foreign or- 
ders, together with the Allied buyers, 
al! under the Chairmanship of the 
Food Administration, the following un- 
dertaking has been given by the pack- 
ers: ‘ 

In view of the undertakings on the 
part of the Food Administration with 
tegard to the co-ordinated purchases 
of pork products, covered in the at- 
tached, it is agreed that the packers 
participating In these orders will un- 
dertake not to purchase hogs for less 
than the following agreed minimums 
for the month of November, that Is a 
daily minimum of $17.50 per hundred 
pounds on average of packers’ droves, 
excluding throw-outs.  “Throw-outs” 
to be defined as pigs under 1380 
pounds, stags, boars, thin sows and 
skips. Further, that no hogs of any 
kind shall be bought, except throw- 
outs, at less than $16.50 per hundred 
pounds, The average of packers’ 
droves to be construed as the average 
of the total sales in the market of all 
hogs for a given day. All the above 
to be based on Chicago, 

We agree that a committee shall be 
appointed by the Food Administration 
to check the dally operations in the 
various markets with a view to super- 
vision and demonstration of the carry- 
ing out of the above, 

The ability of the packers to carry 
out this arrangement will depend on 
there being « normal marketing of 
hogs based upon the proportionate In- 
crease over the receipts of last year. 
The increase in production appears to 
be a maximum of about 15 per cent. 
and we can handle such an increase. 

Tf the producers of hogs ‘should, as 
they have in the past few weeks, pre- 
maturely market hogs in such increas- 
Ing oumbers over the above it is en- 
tirely beyond the ability of the pack 
ers tO maintain these minimums, and 
therefore we must have the co-opern 
tion of the producer himself to main 
tain these results, It {fs a physical 
impossibility for the capacity of the 
packing houses to handle a similar 
over-flood of hogs and to find a market 
for the output. The packers are anx 
fous to co-operate with the producers 
in maintaining a stabilization of price 
and to see that producers receive a fair 
price for their products.

GROUND SQUIRRELS MUST GO 

There is to be no let up in the war 
on ground squirrels, says the state 
horticultural commission. A plan of 
action has been mapped out by the 
rodent control division which calls 
for a series of meetings and field 
demonstrations to ‘promote interest 
in rodent eradication in cooperation 
with every county agricultural com- 
missioner in the state beginning De- 
cember’ 1, 1918. Superintendent W. 
C. Jacobsen will personally conduct 
this campaign. 

The plan is to spend one week in 
each county holding meetings as 
well as practical field demonstrations 
in squirrel and gopher control; this 
is to be followed by the field assist- 
ant independently, spending from 
one to four weeks in each county: 

The ground squirrel must go‘ Ev 
ery effort will be put forth to de- 
clare: several counties entirely free 
from ground squirrels during’ the 
coming year. Three counties, thru 
their county horticultural commis- 
sioners, already have expressed their 
desire to have the ground squirrels 
eradicated from the county’s entire 
area or from certain districts there- 
in. It is desirable that each county 
be able shortly to declare a certain 
area free and with this section as 
«a focus, as soon as possible to eradi- 
cate the ground squirrels from the 
county’s entire area. In order that 
any county, or part thereof, may be 
declared free of ground squirrels by 
the rodent control division of the 
state commission of “horticulture, a 
thorough inspection of the area in- 
volved by a representative of the di- 
vision must be made and this in- 
spection be substantiated by ten 
prominent and representative land 
owners in the district. 


CROP PROBLEM MET BY TRAC- 
TOR 

The farmer of today faces the 
problem of raising more crops than 
he has ever produced before, ac- 
cording to W. H. Sanders, instructor 
in farm motors, Kansas agricultural 
college. 

“To meet this problem of increas- 
ed production the farmer must have 
more power for the cultivation of 
crops. Six horses is the maximum 
number that can be handled by one 
man and this number cannot give 
sufficient power. The gas tractor js 
rapidly coming to fill this lack of 
power because of its great amount of 
pulling strength and because it can 
be easily operated by one man. 

“The gas tractor is being used 
more extensively in the wheat belt 
because it makes possible the culti- 
vation of more than could be culti- 
vated by horses. The gas tractor is 
rapidly replacing the steam engine in 
threshing because there is less dan- 
ger from fire from a gas engine. 

“The extensive use of the tractor 
is shown by the large number of 
tractor factories in the United 
States.”

Washington, D. C. (Special.)—Ac- 
cording to a report made to the United 
States Public Health Service, the epi- 
démic of influenza in Spain has al- 
ready caused an increase in the preva- 
lence and deaths from pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. A similar association be- 
tween influenza and tuberculosis was 
recently made by Sir Arthur News- 
holme, the chief medical officer of the 
English public health service, in his 
analysis of the tuberculosis death rate 
in England, 

In order that the pedple of the Unit- 
ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service has just issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe- 
cial precautions at the present time.. 
“Experience seems to indicate,” says 
the Surgeon General, “that persons 
whose resistance has been weakened 
by an attack of influenza are pecullar- 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. With 
millions of its people recently affected 
with influenza this country now of- 
fers conditions favoring the spread of 
tuberculosis.” 


One Million Consumptives In the 
United States. 

“Then you consider this a serious 
menace?” was asked, “In my opinion 
it is, though I hasten to add It ts dis- 
tinctly one against which the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis in the United 
States. There ts. unfortunately no 
complete census available to show ex- 
actly the number of tuberculous per- 
sons In each state despite the fact that 
most of the states have made the dils- 
ease reportable. In New York city, 
where reporting has been in force for 
many years, over 35,000 cases of tu- 
berculosis are registered with the De- 
partment of Health. Those familiar 
with the situation beileve that the ad- 
dition of unrecognized and unreported 
cases would make the number nearer 
50,000. The very careful health sur- 
vey conducted during the past two 
years in Framingham, Mass,, revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis in a popula- 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
proportions hold true for the United 
States as a whole they would indicate 
that about one in every hundred per- 
sons {s tuberculous. Fach of these 
constitutes a source of danger to be 
guarded against.” 

What to Do, 

In his statement to the public Sur- 
geon General Blue points out how 
those who have had tnfluenza should 
protect themselves against tubéreulo- 
sis, “All who have recovered frém in- 
fluenza,” says the Surgeon General, 
“should have their lungs carefully ex- 
amined by a competent physician. In 
fact, it is desirable to have several ex- 
aminations made a month apart. Such 
examinations cannot. be made through 
tfie clothing nor can they be carried 
out in two or three minutes, If the 
lungs aré found to be free from tuber- 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. This can be done by 
right living, good food and plenty of 
fresh air.” 

Danger Signs. 

The Surgeon General warned espe- 
clally against certain danger signs, 
such as “decline” and “colds which 
hang on.” 

These, he explained, were often the 
beginning of tuberculosis. “If you do 
not get well promptly, if your cold 
seems to hang on or your health and 
strength decline, remember that these 
are often the early signs of tuberculo- 
sis. Place yourself at once under the 


care of a competent physician. Tuber- | 


culosis is curable tn the early stages. 


Patent Medicines Dangerous In Tuber. 
culosis, 

“Above all do not trust tn the mis- 
leading statements of unscrupulous 
patent medicine fakers. There is no 
specific medicine for the cure of tuber- 
culosis. ‘The money spent on such 
medicines {s thrown away; it should 
be spent Instead for good food and de 
gent living.”

The bushel is the standard unit of 
measure throughout the United 
States. Ninety million people in 40 
states of the Union think and talk 
bushels. The bushel measure is 
definite and congress and the various 
states have stabilized it enacting 
laws, specifying the number of 
pounds of the different commodities 
legally constituting a bushel. The 
census figures of crop production 
have all been reduced to bushels for 
all commodities for which legal 
weights have been established, and 
doubtless will be until a different. 
unit of measure has been adopted. 

A sack is not definite and cannot 
be made so, except by legal enact- 
ment standardizing the volume and 
then in turn standardizing the weight 
per volume’ of the different commod- 
ities. 

The cental or hundred weight is 
now in general use in buying and 
selling grain and vegetables and 
seems quite likely to come into gen- 
eral use in estimating crop produc- 
tion throughout the state. 

‘Oranges and apples are thought 
about and talked about in boxes, 
dried fruits in pounds or tons, and 
it is doubtful if custom will permit 
of a material change. A big box 
may hold 30, 40, 50 or even 60 Ibs., 
yet market quotations are often 
made in lugs, without specifying the 
size. If the bulk handling of grain 
ever becomes prevalent, as now 
seems likely, the sack will largely 
disappear, particularly as a unit of 
measure, and the cental or bushel 
take its place. ; 

Estimates of average yield per 
acre and total production will un- 
doubtedly continue to be made in 
bushels for all grains and some 
fruits, as long as the bushel con- 
tinues to be the standard unit or 
measure throughout the United 
States. E

IN THE HALL OF FAME 


“Kight bags of cotton! The United 
States never could have produced 
such a ‘prodigious quantity. They 
had smuggled it across from some 
other country.” The custom house 
officials at Liverpool promptly seized 
the cotton for duties. 

That was in 1784, and in the whole 
two years following less than , 128 
hags of cotton were produced in the 
United States. The trouble lay, not 
in the growing of the cotton, but ina 
the cleaning of it. It was a day's 
work for a negro to pick the seeds 
from the fluffy White fibres in a sin- 
gle pound of cotton. The work was 
usually done in the evening when 
the tired slaves were prodded and 
beaten until their eight bags seemed 
a “prodigious quantity.” 


But about that 
Northerner came to the South to 
teach school and _= stayed in the 
South to make a cotton gin. And 
the next year one negro, with two 
power, was cleaning 500 Ibs. 
of cotton a day. Some one had told 
Eli Whitney how much the Soutn 
needed a machine for cleaning the 
cotton, and so he had watched the 
negroes at work until he had formed 
a plan for such a machine. It Was

‘pass through, but not the seeds. A

We know the story of how the gin 
was stolen before Whitney had secur- 
ed the patent. We know how the 
irivalry of the pirated machines and 
ofethe inferior “roller gin’ kept the 
inventor from. securing the legiti- 
mate profit for his work. When Kis 
factory burned and he had to bor- 
row money at 
to start again, his enterprise was 
doomed to failure. He finally _ re- 
turned to the North where he made 
his fortune in the manufacture of 
firearms—while the ungrateful South 
paid off her debts, increased her

ASSOCIATION PLANS TO SOLVE 


THE 1919 LABOR PROBLEM 

The Valley Fruit Growers’ associa- 
tion is signing up under its new 
membership plan ranch employers of 
‘labor in Fresno, Madera, Kings, and 
Tulare counties. 
| This association successfully han- 
'dled the difficult labor situation of 
i the past by establishing central la- 
|bor camps throughout the valley, 
{making labor available when needed. 
The workers were steady, the prices 
|stable and reasonable, and the gen- 
leral situation in the neighborhood 


was improved by the knowledg¢ that: 


these camps could be depended upon 
jnot only for the regular supply of 
help, but also for extra men in em- 
ergencies. 

One of the chief reasons for the 
present campaign for memberships 
and the three-year contract is to 
place the growers’ association in a 
position to buy tents and equipment 
and to prepare in time for next sea- 
son. Setchel after a survey of state 
wide conditions, believes that the la- 
bor shortage in 1918 will be nearly 
as acute as in the past year. The 
association struggled along last year 
with little equipment, and while not 
much is being asked this year, the 
camps, at least, are to be a more 
prominent feature of the prepara- 
tions. . As publicity and the good 
wages paid and steady employment 
have proved the best methods of at- 
tracting the workers here, so he be- 
lieves the camps ‘will be the. best 
way to insure their return and to 
hold them throughout the season of 
the various harvests. 

Numbers of workers have left the 
agricultural sections altogether. The 
officials of the association believed 
that most of them who have gone to 
the shipyards will remain there or 
to the city. Once having had a taste 
of the war profits in the form of ex- 
tremely high wages and the things 
they will buy, a great part of them 
will not return to the farming sec- 
tions. For this reason, in his opinion, 
the labor outlook in the valley never 
looked more serious. 

“The situation of the present is not 
unlike that in the spring of 1916,” 
said an official. “At that time an as- 
sociation was shown to be absolutely 
necessary. That year, by means of 
organization and publicity, enough 
men were secured to handle a record 
jcrop in record time. The state’s la- 
bor resources were developed in 1917, 
and Oriental labor played a part in 
that development. 

“The California Associated Raisin 
company is cooperating to receive as- 
sessments of members of that com- 
pany and ‘so lighten the burden - of 
collection, which would be quite heavy 
if each grower had to be seen, to 
collect the ten cents an acre. rhe 
growers are mailing in their checks. 
Old members, especially, are doing 
this, thus making the cost of col- 
lection amount to only the cost of 
a postage stamp.’—California Cultt- 
vator. : . 





WIREWORMS 

Because the destructive wireworms 
work entirely underground, they are 
among the most difficult to control of 
all the insect foes of corn and cot- 
ton. Much may be done, however, 
to lessen their ravages by careful 
tillage, drainage, and proper rota- 
tion of crops, and entomologists of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture tell how these measures 
can be put into effect. 

Wireworms are the young of the 
common snapping beetles or click 
beetles, and the worms are yellowish 
or brownish, highly polished and slip- 
pery to the touch. They move ac- 
tively and .disappear rapidly when 
brought to the surface by the plow or 
spade. The eggs are laid in the 
ground, usually in the sod lands, and 
jhere the young worms are hatched. 
iThree years are required for most 
| kinds of wireworms to get their full 
growth and become beetles. 

Some kinds of wireworms live only 
in.Jand that is poorly drained and 
for this reason tile. drainage of land 
is beneficial, especially where the 
general condition of the field is fur- 
ther improved by application of lime 
land by thorough cultivation. 

In the Northwest and northern 
Middle West, the dry land wireworm 
is sometimes very injurious. The fol- 
lowing methods have been found to 
ibe valuable in the eradication of this 
nest: Disk or drag harrow the sum- 
mer fallow as soon as possible in the 
spring, in order to produce a dust 
mulch and thereby conserve the ac- 
|cumulated winter moisture; continue 
the disking as often as is necessary 
in order to maintain the mulch and 
‘keep down the weeds; plow the sum- 
;mer fallow and immediately drag; 
plow the stubble as soon as the crop 
is removed.
